THIS was the moment 
- the shining moment - 
when the 2012 
Olympic Torch was 
carried through Lyme 
Regis, witnessed by up 
to ten thousand people 
who braved near¬ 
monsoon conditions. 

Flanked by Metropolitan 
out-runners, torch carrier 
Jayne Fox, waving, a big 
proud smile on her face, 
cantered through The 
Square to be greeted like a 
pop star as one thousand 
school children shrieked 
their support. 

The school children from 
Lyme, Uplyme, Char- 
mouth and surrounding 


areas had arrived about an 
hour before the torch. 
Their discomfort in the 
worsening rain was eased 
by various cheer opportu¬ 
nities, delivered with drip¬ 
ping gusto, and a 
sing-song in which local 
policeman Richard Win- 
ward was the undoubted 
star. 

Bemused 

Parents and teachers 
stood among them won¬ 
dering whether this was a 
good idea. 

Local organiser Alan 
Vian didn’t let a broken 


ankle spoil his day. He 
whizzed up and down 
Broad Street on a mobility 
scooter clearly powered by 
high-octane aeropspace 
fuel. 

Further up the street the 
crowds, five or six deep all 
the way up Broad Street, 
were bemused by the an¬ 
tics of an over-enthusiastic 
gymnast. A sycronised 
swimmer might have been 
a better choice. 

Lyme Regis Majorettes 
stoicly turned out in force 
on Pound Street in skimpy 
costumes complete with 


pom-poms. 

No one had any idea who 
Jayne Fox was, or even 
cared. She was drafted in at 
the last minute to carry the 
torch from the start point in 
Charmouth Road, down 
into Church Street and 
Bridge Street and into the 
town centre, proceeded by 
the most obscenely com¬ 
mercialised convoy of 
bizarre sponsors and offi¬ 
cial vehicles which all got 
a massive cheer as they 
sped through the town. 
Their combined carbon 
footprint must have 
equalled that of a long-haul 
Jumbo jet. And this is

■ WHAT inspired you to want to become a chef? 

From an early age I have had a passion for food. I think 
this stems from my grandma and my parents. My 
grandma taught me how to bake, it started with bis¬ 
cuits and bread rolls and in the end we were making, 
icing and decorating Christmas cakes. 

My mum has always enjoyed cooking and experiment¬ 
ing with new ingredients and I have grown up helping 
her preparing the food and learning how to cook lots 
of my favourite dishes. My dad loves spending the 
whole day in the kitchen just to create one meal! He has 
never cooked anything I haven't enjoyed, and my 
favourite are his summer barbecues! 

■ WHO is your favourite TV chef and why? 

I have always enjoyed watching Gordon Ramsay be¬ 
cause he has such an amazing passion for food. The 
high standards he sets when cooking and expects 
when being served food are inspiring. Also I think his 
TV programme Kitchen Nightmares is hilarious! 

■ WHO would you most like to cook for and why? 
Both my grandparents were very supportive of me, es¬ 
pecially when doing my exams and choosing what to 
study, however they both passed away before I had fin¬ 
ished my catering qualifications, and I would have loved 
to have cooked for them. I would have cooked them 
something traditional like a Sunday roast and apple and 
blackberry crumble. 

■ WHAT is your favourite type of food? 

I love spicy food so my favourite has to be Thai, I love 
all the flavours they use, ginger garlic and basil are 
some of my personal favourite ingredients to use in my 
cooking, I think Thai food always tastes fresh and has 
the right balance of spicy, sweet, and sour. 

■ WHAT was the first thing you ever cooked? 

The first thing I can remember baking were Easter bis¬ 
cuits with my grandma when I was about 4,1 remember 
standing on a chair, covered in flour rolling out biscuit 
dough. As I grew older we would bake things every 
week, I was something I looked forward to and enjoyed 
so much. 

■ WHAT were the best thing about the catering 
course at Weymouth College? 
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I enjoyed the whole time I was at Weymouth College; 
the lecturers there are really helpful and supportive. In 
the production kitchen, we took turns working on dif¬ 
ferent sections, which gave us a good experience of 
working as part of a team. Also I enjoyed meeting other 
people that enjoyed cooking as much as me and I made 
lots of friends there. 

■ WHAT will you be doing when you help with the 
catering at this summer's Olympics? 

I am really excited to be part of something as iconic as 
the Olympics, it is a once in a lifetime opportunity and 
I am thankful to Trish, Simon and Gerry at the Avenue 
Restaurant for allowing me to take the time off so I 
could be part of the Olympics. While I am there I shall 
be working as a chef de partie in the VIP kitchen where 
we will be producing restaurant quality food for hun¬ 
dreds of people at a time. 

■ WHAT was the last thing you listened to on your 
Ipod? 

The last thing I listened to was the rap group Slaugh¬ 
terhouse. My favourite artist at the moment is Jon Con¬ 
nor who few people would have heard of but he will be 
huge soon, the sincerity and hunger he has for his 
music will make him a household name. 

■ IF you were stranded on a desert island, what 
three things would you want to take with you? 

The first thing I would chose would be a knife for pro¬ 
tection and also it would be a tool I could use for lots 
of things. I would also take a big beach parasol for shel¬ 
ter from rain or sun, and lastly I would take a video cam¬ 
era to document my adventure so I could show people, 
or for people to find in the future. 

■ WHAT hobbies have you got outside of cooking? 
Last year I started kickboxing with Southwest Kickbox¬ 
ing club, it's a good way to keep fit and a great stress 
reliever! I enjoy visiting London and visiting the muse¬ 
ums, art galleries and, most importantly, the great 
restaurants. I am currently learning to drive and I am 
looking forward to the freedom which will come with 
passing my test.

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Cobb pub to sponsor return of iconic event 


COBB Arms landlord John McClements is to host the re¬ 
turn of conger coddling for the first time in seven years - 
with all money raised from the hugely-popular event going 
to the RNLI. 

Mr McClements has agreed to host the conger competi¬ 
tion after becoming embroiled in a food fight with Lyme 
restaurant rival and top chef Mark Hix which has shocked 
the town and embarrassed the RNLI. 

The row erupted after the Cobb Arms opposed the Slip¬ 
way site of a planned food festival organised by Mr Hix 
and other food experts, which was planned to be a Lifeboat 
Week fundraiser on the patch of the Cobb area’s three food¬ 
serving pubs. 

The Cobb Arms objected that Mr Hix’s big tent cordon 
bleu cookery demos would cause a loss of trade. Despite 
the investigation of alternative sites on the seafront, none 
were found suitable and Mr Hix has had to cancel the food 
festival. The RNLI has expressed great disappointment at 
the enforced cancellation and loss to its fundraising. 

The “Foodgate” row - as locals have dubbed the clash - 
has rocked the town and a number of Lyme’s leading citi¬ 
zens have expressed fury at the Cobb Arms’ part in the dis¬ 
pute. 

The social websites Facebook and Twitter have been pep¬ 
pered with angry posts about the incident which is feared 
could cost the RNLI the loss of thousands of pounds in do¬ 
nations from visitors drawn to Lyme by the food festival. 

This week a spokesman for Palmer’s, the owners of the 
Cobb Arms, refused to comment on the spat between one 
of their most lucrative pubs and the high profile chef whose

own labelled beer they brew. 

But now the Cobb Arms, long-time the lifeboat crew’s 
local, is set to bounce back into the good books by hosting 
a comeback of the hugely-popular conger coddling compe¬ 
tition. 

The conger coddling event was one of Lyme’s biggest 
crowd-pullers for 30 years until it was dropped in 2005 
when the RNLI HQ in Poole became concerned that the 
event had upset animal activists. 

Attracted huge crowds 

However, investigations have revealed that the only 
protest against the traditional game - in which a long-dead 
conger eel bought from fishermen who accidentally catch 
the fish in nets is swung on a rope to knock down human 
skittles, like bar billiards - came from a woman from Lon¬ 
don who bought a second home in Lyme and who has since 
left the town. 

The last time conger coddling was staged in Lyme, it drew 
huge crowds that were reported at the time to number 3,000 
people. 

The game is being revived by organisers of the Lyme 
Lympics, a series of madcap beach games aimed at drawing 
extra visitors to the town. 

The Lympics team last week approached Mr McClements 


with a request that the Cobb Arms host the conger coddling. 

A Lympics spokesman said: “We are hoping that the 
games, in particular the conger coddling, will draw visitors, 
press and TV to the town, which will boost the weather-bat¬ 
tered local trade and help raise money for local charities, 
the lifeboat and the Candles on the Cobb event.” 

And already, the Lympics dream has had a big hit - with 
a request from TV comedian Rory McGrath to enter the 
conger coddling comeback - and film the return of the tra¬ 
ditional game for his new TV series. 

Mr McGrath’s production company has approached the 
organisers of the Lyme Lympics to ask if he can join one of 
the conger coddling teams. 

Mr McGrath wants to film his own participation in the 
messy game for a new series of his “Champions of the 
World” show, which will be screened nationwide on Chan¬ 
nel 5 next year. 

Lympics organisers are to meet Mr McGrath’s producer 


to discuss filming the conger game. 

The game has been described as “the most fun a person 
can have with a dead fish.” 

A Lympics spokesman said: “We are thrilled that Rory 
McGrath wants to enter the conger coddling. We are hoping 
that the double-hit of the Cobb Arms hosting the comeback 
and the coverage of a networked TV show will help to re¬ 
vive Lyme’s weather-devastated economy.’ 

“We have discussed the ins and outs of reviving conger 
coddling at length and as talks have revealed that a TV star, 
the mayor’s office, numerous councillors, traders and many 
residents of the town would like to see the return of conger 
coddling, we have decided that this matters more than the 
view of one wealthy incomer.” 

The 12 games of the Lyme Lympics will be held on the 
main beach from 5pm on Wednesday, August 1st - between 
Lifeboat Week and Regatta and Carnival Week.

Games? Jayne no doubt deserved and enjoyed her five min¬ 
utes of fame but oh how much better would it have been 
had a Lyme person rounded the Guildhall comer with flam¬ 
ing torch held high?

Public drinking order refused by 
council after weeks of argument 


TOWN councillors have finally put a stop to discussions 
over proposed alcohol restrictions in the public gardens and 
on Marine Parade in Lyme Regis. 

The decision to refuse the Designated Public Place Order 
(DPPO) - requested by local police to help them tackle over 
18 drinkers that cause problems on the seafront - came after 
weeks of heated arguments, mainly over the way in which 
the proposal was dealt with. 

The request was initially recommended for refusal at a 
Strategy and Policy Committee meeting, as several coun¬ 
cillors felt there was not enough evidence for the order and 
that it was unfair that police would be able to move drinkers 
on or take alcohol before they were even causing a prob¬ 
lem. 

This recommendation, however, failed at full council fol¬ 
lowing a split vote, with the Mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, giving her casting vote against the recommendation 
- therefore in support of the DPPO. 

It was then decided the item would be taken back to Strat¬ 
egy and Policy following a proposal from the committee’s 
chairman, Councillor Mark Gage. 

Councillor Daryl Turner argued against this decision and

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proposed putting the DPPO in place, which was rejected. 

This decision erupted into a heated argument at the next 
Strategy and Policy Committee, when councillors Turner 
and Michaela Ellis argued that correct procedure had not 
been followed and the item should never have been taken 
back to committee. Councillor Ellis felt so strongly against 
the decision that she refused to take part in discussion and 
retired to the public gallery. 

Councillor Turner questioned the competency of the 
Mayor and Councillor Gage in understanding correct pro¬ 
cedure. 

Following the debate, it was eventually decided to ask the 
police if they still wanted the DPPO in light of a new white 
paper being raised at parliament, which would ultimately 
give the police more powers. It was agreed that if the police 
would prefer to wait for the white paper, that is what they 
would do. 

However, at last week’s full council meeting, town clerk 
Mike Lewis reported that Inspector Mike Darby, of Bridport 
Police, said he would still like the council to consider the 
DPPO, as the white paper could take a long time to come 
into fruition. 

Mr Lewis also reported that he had seeked legal advice 
on the procedure carried out at previous meetings and had 
been told this was the correct way to handle the matter. 

Councillor Ellis said: “I feel very strongly about how this 


was taken back to Strategy and Policy and I stick by my de¬ 
cision to leave the council chamber when it was discussed.” 

She said that it was “very rare” that the police asked them 
for something like this and she thought they should support 
them. 

Councillor Turner added that he completely disagreed 
with the legal advice the town clerk had been given and he 
would be taking it further. 

He said a lot of the reasons why councillors originally 
wanted to reject the request was because of a lack of evi¬ 
dence but he now believed Councillor Lucy Campbell had 
been shown evidence and asked her to expand on this. 

Councillor Turner was referring to an incident in which 
council worker Jed Jones asked Councillor Campbell, who 
had spoken out about the lack of evidence, to go and look 
at litter left in the gardens, including alcohol cans and bot¬ 
tles. 

Councillor Campbell said she thought one of the reasons 
Mr Jones had come to her was because what she had said 
was “slightly warped” in the local press. 

She said she had seen bottles and cans in the gardens but 
it was “not sufficient evidence” for the DPPO, adding that 
a bin closer to the site was more likely to solve the issue. 

Councillor Ellis argued: “I think we have the proof we 
need because the police have asked us for this. It’s not going 
to stop anyone going in there and having a drink. It’s gong 
to stop the ones that may cause trouble later on.” 

It was eventually decided to refuse the DPPO with six 
votes against five. Those voting against the proposal, and 
therefore in favour of the DPPO, were councillors Ellis, 
Turner, Holman, Ann Bradbury and George Symonds. 
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Bank in Broad Street to appointed carrier Paddy Coker 
whose 300 metres up the hill to the final “kiss point” at the 
junction where Pound Street meets Cobb Road must have 
been one of the steepest of the Olympic Torch route. 

In Broad Street someone shouted out: “Are you a 
celebrity?” Paddy replied: “No. I’m from Blandford!”, a 
town clearly devoid of anyone famous. 

The final leg down Cobb Road and onto the Cobb was en¬ 
trusted to Clive Allison from Poole who could hardly con¬ 
trol his pride and excitement. 

Before the torch arrived at the top of the hill he posed for 
photos, hugged the soddened spectators and embraced the 
spirit of the occasion before his descent down Cobb Road 
where TV crews and press photographers were waiting for 
the iconic shot of the day in true Meryl Streep fashion. 

Alas, it was not to happen. The torch went no further than 
the Gin Shop and suddenly it was over and the Olympic 
Flame was whisked out of town by convoy, but Paddy had 
done his best to make a show of it. 

The wettest day of summer ended with the presentation 
of medallions to selected members of the town’s sporting 
organisations to recognise the sporting excellence in Lyme 
and the unveiling of a plaque in the Jubilee Pavilion to mark 
the mangnificent achievements of The Corinthian rowers 
who in December conquered the Atlantic Challenge, in fact 
Lyme’s very own “Olympians”. 

It was a fitting but damp end to an incredible day that will 
live long in the memories of all who were there. And that’s 
what we will be saying in years to come when mentioned 
is made of the day the Olympic Torch shone in Lyme. “I 
was there!”

A NEW shop in Lyme Regis has been grabbing 
the attention of many passers-by since opening in 
May. 

The fun, colorful displays and unique underwear 
sold at Cheekies in Church Street has proved a hit, 
and owner Billy Mahon said he’s had positive re¬ 
views from all his customers. 

Mr Mahon opened Cheekies in the former In- 
SPARation Youth Cafe. He originally moved from 
Manchester to Lyme temporarily with his wife, 
Gillian, to help look after her father who lives in 
the Abbeyfield Residential Home. But several 
months later the couple are still here so decided 
on opening an underwear shop, selling similar 
products to those they used to sell on market stalls 
in Manchester.

SOME hours after the Olympic 
Torch left Lyme Regis, the local fa¬ 
ther of a six-year-old posted the 
following comment online, 
among the dozens that gleefully 
1 enthused about the wet, cold and 
fabulous day. 

“Thank you Lyme Regis, you 
the best town in the world,” wrote 
Ben Waters on behalf of his son, Alfie. 
Looking around Broad Street on the 
day, you could see that Mr Waters was also 
speaking for the many, many, many beaming 
mums and dads who stood in the rain with their 
children on their shoulders, simply glowing that 
the torch was giving them a day with their children 
would be remembered fondly for always. 

The mums, the grans, the schoolkids, the Woodroffe 
beltgirls, the policemen, councillors, traders, teachers, 
lifeboat crew, everybody from Lyme who was in Lyme 
loved it, the joy was etched onto faces and echoed in the 
squeals of excitement. 

I’m reliably told that Sally Holman, our treasured 
mayor, had tears in her eyes when the torch finally left 
Cobb Square. I hope that they were tears of pride that her 
exhausting work for “T-Day” had left such obvious joy 
among us and not of frustration that the rain caused 
LOCOG to stop the torch running out to the end of the 
Cobb. 

I hope this because, despite the rain, the others’ agendas 
and the faint hearts costing Lyme much-needed TV and 
YouTube coverage and an iconic image forever, the day 
unified a spirit in the town which will continue to glow 
long after G4S’s bottom will. 

Two hours before the torch was legged into The Square 
by one of three complete strangers, it was looking like 
Lyme was going to come a cropper - as apart from dozens 
of already completely-drenched local yellow stewards 
there were pretty few flag-wavers around. 

Nobody had staked out any place yet and the travelling 
touts who accompany the torch through the nation with

their calls of “get yer flags an’ medals” were saying to 
each other “this is worse than bloody Blackpool”. 

According to the Olympics tinkers, that would make 
Lyme Regis the worst visit of the torch’s entire UK run 
to date. 

There’s a good slogan for traders - “Welcome To Lyme 
Regis, Worse Than Blackpool” -1 thought as I headed up 
Broad Street to find at the Royal Lion Mrs Win Symonds 
and Mrs Celia Rattenbury, who as Lyme girls in 1948 
were driven over to Honiton in Bertie Vince’s car to see 
the torch pass through at 5.30 in the morning and, Win 
noted, “it was not as noisy an affair as now”. 

I began to wonder if Blackpool’s many feted attractions 
would draw two of its longest residents out into the street 
in such relentless rain. 

Celia and Win were interviewed by local boy done very 
good, - ex-Woodroffe student John Govier - for his pop¬ 
ular BBC Radio Devon show. They told him how, despite 
the petrol shortage, they had been the only ones from 
Lyme who got over to Honiton on a morning they recalled 
as very chilly. Although five in the morning, as Win said, 
“is not the best time for pictures”, they had proudly on 
their person still their many photographs of the day. 

“How do you think the torch will be received here?” 
said John. 

“Ah”, said Celia, “Lyme always pulls out the stops”. 

Thinking that we were going to need more than stops, 
miracles perhaps, I went back to The Square, where sod¬ 
den town crier Alan Vian was having no truck with a bro¬ 
ken ankle by racing around on a mobility scooter with his 
plastered foot in a plastic bag. He was grinning madly and 
shouting “This is going to be great now!” 

Ahead of him, the first excited single file of what was 
to become 1,000 schoolchildren began to arrive and fill 
The Square. The first ones, from St Michael’s, promptly 
drew flags and began to wildly cheer any vehicle that 


came from Church Street, including a WDDC refuse 
truck. 

Next appeared the beltgirls, crowds of Woodroffe stu¬ 
dents in their belt-length skirts, wet through and therefore 
somewhat more greatly advertising the success of the 
school’s campaign for longer hems. 

Suddenly, as if cued by the kids, everybody began ap¬ 
pearing - couples who said they had come from Bristol, 
parents, grandparents, second-homers, people from all 
the towns and villages hereabouts, friends you hadn’t 
seen in years. They say up to 10,000 people were in Lyme 
for it and everybody was happy, excited, chattering. 

TV cameras appeared, press photographers starting 
snapping, flags came out, and Lyme started to vibrate. 
We were all in the rain, we were all cold and soaked but, 
as a town to a man, we didn’t care - Lyme had decided 
to have a good time as only Lyme can, noisily. 

So the cheers became louder, the flags fluttered in hun¬ 
dreds, and as the torch support convoy came ahead every 
hand went out for whatever unnecessary plastic object 
that the sponsors of the ostensibly “green Olympics” 
could hand out. 

Even the confused-message Coca Cola truck was 
greeted like a long lost monarch when it arrived, cheered 
despite the rich Atlanta sponsors not appearing to be giv¬ 
ing freebies. 

As every pavement from Cobb Gate to Cobb Road 
filled up with no space to see unless you had a crane, 
town bobby PC Richard Winward came down Broad 
Street grinning as the rain dripped off his nose. 

“Isn’t it great!” he said unprompted. “When it’s all 
done, this is what we’ll talk about afterwards - not the 
relay, but this great support.” 

In front of him, tiny tackers from the Uplyme school 
were gleefully squealing, drenched all of them, but a wall 
of big-eyed grins as real local heroes, The Corinthians, 
and real little triers, the majorettes, processioned past, all 
grinning. 

Grin they might. As the first Olympics were held in 
776BC, it’s a fair bet that Lyme will never see the like of

this again this side of AD 4790 - and although, sadly, no¬ 
body from Lyme got to actually carry the torch, judging by 
Lyme’s reaction everyone in the town got to shoulder it. 

Suddenly, it was there - going up Broad Street on the arm 
of a less-than-svelte body in a silver suit whose forgettable 
face was also grinning. I was so excited I can’t even re¬ 
member if it was alight. 

And then, having seen the torch, Lyme went wild. 

First, the Woodroffe belt girls upped the beat by scream¬ 
ing at The Torch like they were Beatles fans from the sixties 
(see the excellent video on YouTube) and then, as the torch 
went to the Cobb, hundreds of us took the short cut through 
Langmoor Gardens, teeming over the hill like the massed 
warriors in “Zulu” in pursuit of the flame which Lyme had 
suddenly adopted as some huge entertainment for itself. 

In the short time that it took the torch to get to the Cobb 
it felt as if the spirit had changed - Lyme was no longer a 
part of the Olympic Torch Relay, now the torch became part 
of being Lyme. The town had become excited by its own 
excitement. 


I didn’t see the local Olympians excellently get their day 
status from celebrity athlete Jessica Dickons, whom I un¬ 
derstand was brought here by the Earth Festival, not by the 
council. I didn’t see Mayor Sally’s proud reception either 
because the madding but joyous crowd had made security 
jumpy and I became the wrong side of a “Do Not Cross” 
squad. 

It didn’t matter. It didn’t matter either that, as torches go, 
it was, along with the pearly track suits, a bit pansy com¬ 
pared to the no-nonsense metal thing that Win and Celia 
saw in 1948. It didn’t matter that it was over in minutes, nor 
that the bank truck failed to give out fivers and that it was 
clearly too wet a place for a celebrity runner to get bad-im¬ 
aged at. 

What mattered was being there when most of the people 
of “the best town in the world” wanted to stand in the cold 
and rain for hours, smilingly showing off the defiant spirit 
that makes it Lyme Regis and how, as stop-pullers, it makes 
us second to none.

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Lyme'served very badly'during 
flooding, says former councillor

FLOODS in Lyme Regis 
were a hot topic at last 
week’s town council meet¬ 
ing, when former council¬ 
lor Stan Williams reiterated 
his concerns about the 
town’s emergency plan. 

Mr Williams was quoted 
in last week’s View From 
Lyme Regis describing the 
emergency plans as a “fi¬ 
asco” and a “joke”. As 
chairman of the Woodmead 
Halls, a designated emer¬ 
gency centre, Mr Williams 
had opened the facility on 
request following the 
floods. However, he was 
disappointed on finding 
that the halls’ emergency 
box only contained fluores¬ 
cent jackets and paperwork. 

Speaking in the public 
forum of last week’s coun¬ 
cil meeting, Mr Williams 
said he was “desperately 
concerned about safety in 
Lyme Regis”. 

He said that the town, dis¬ 
trict and county councils 
should be “working to¬ 
gether on an emergency 
plan”, adding that since the 
new town council had 
come into power last May 
nothing had been done on 
this. 

“Lyme Regis has been 
very badly served. We need 
to get our act together. It’s 
not fair to the people of 
Lyme Regis who are out on 
a limb.” 


The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said that the 
council would be looking 
for a practical solution to 
the problem and invited Mr 
Williams to work with 
them on a resilience plan. 

Mr Williams’ brother and 
fellow former councillor, 
Peter Williams, also spoke 
on the matter, saying he had 
had the exact same problem 
in the 1980s when he was 
deputy headteacher at the 
infant school. He said he 
had been asked to open the 
school as an emergency 
centre when he didn’t even 
know it was an emergency 
centre. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis 
said that St Michael’s Pri¬ 
mary School was still a des¬ 
ignated emergency centre. 

The mayor said she be¬ 
lieved there were three in 
the town and asked where 
the third was. No one was 
able to answer her question. 

County councillor 

Colonel Geoffrey Brierley 
pointed out that the town’s 
fire brigade has spent most 
of its time in East Devon 
during the floods. 

This point was raised in a 
separate argument against 
Devon County Council’s 
refusal to place road signs 


pointing out expected de¬ 
lays when the Olympic 
Torch visited Lyme. 
Colonel Brierley said that 
Dorset County Council had 
helped when the torch was 
in Devon and used the 
emergency services’ time 
spent in Devon during the 
flooding as an example of 
how Dorset was willing to 
help its neighbouring 
county. 

In response, Councillor 
Holman, said: “Whatever 
happened in Lyme it was a 
lot worse elsewhere. When 
I think about the old people 
in Axminster who were ter¬ 


rified because of the water 
running into their houses, 
and having to be led out 
through thigh-high water, 
I’m so glad that didn’t hap¬ 
pen in Lyme. 

“I’m glad our emergency 
services were involved in 
these other places.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
pointed out that the Wood- 
mead Halls had opened in a 
very short time when asked 
and that the emergency box 
contained emergency num¬ 
bers. He said on phoning 
the numbers the need in 
other areas was greater than 
in Lyme. 

“It went reasonably 
well,” he added. 


Timber Hill speeding 

RESIDENTS of Timber Hill in Lyme Regis have sub¬ 
mitted a petition to Dorset County Council to help 
reduce the number of speeding drivers on their 
road. 

County councillor Colonel Geoffrey Brierley spoke 
about the petition at last week's Lyme Regis Town 
Council meeting. 

He said that rubber tubes to test the speed of driv¬ 
ers would be placed on the road. He also pointed 
out that it was mainly local people who knew of and 
used the road as a shortcut. 

Councillor Terry O'Grady suggested using the 
Speed Indicator Device that the town council had 
previously purchased, which is usually used on Sid- 
mouth Road.

THEATRE PREVIEW

S INCE 2008, the 
Shanty Theatre 
Company’s annual 
summer production has 
gained an increasing rep¬ 
utation as a must-see 
event in Lyme Regis. 

After being invited 
along to one of the cast’s 
rehearsals, I can see this 
year’s production of 
“The Rime of the An¬ 
cient Mariner” will be no 
exception - in fact, it is 
set to be bigger and better 
than ever. 

This year’s show will 
be a comical take on the 
1798 poem by Samuel 
Taylor Coleridge, of Ot- 
tery St Mary, based on 
the experiences of a 
sailor who has just re¬ 
turned from a long sea 
voyage. The company 
chose it for its local and 
maritime connections. 

The family-friendly 
play will flick between a 
wedding scene, where 
the ancient mariner 
makes an unexpected and 
unwelcome appearance, 
and scenes of the sailor’s 
story, which he insists on 
telling the best man. 

The play has been writ¬ 
ten by actor Stuart 
McLoughlin, Marine 
Theatre co-director Harry 


Long, and directed by 
fellow theatre co-director 
Tim Bell. With a small 
cast of just five, each 
member will be playing 
several parts, from 
ghosts to albatrosses. 

The show will be un¬ 
usually and cleverly 
staged for the Marine 
Theatre, with the audi¬ 
ence sitting around a 
square stage with a huge 
boat on it. 

Unfortunately I didn’t 
get to stay for the whole 
rehearsal last week, but 
the cast had me laughing 
right from the opening 
lines, and it was clear to 
see how much fun they 
were having too, contin¬ 
uously bouncing new 
ideas off one another. 

I got to listen in on a 


few of the upbeat songs. 
This is the first time 
Shanty have used elec¬ 
tronic instruments in¬ 
stead of just acoustic, 
with the multi-talented 
cast playing guitar, 
drums and piano them¬ 
selves, giving it a much 
more rocky edge and get¬ 
ting my feet tapping. 

Describing the produc¬ 
tion themselves, Shanty 
call it an “entirely new 
re-imagining of the nau¬ 
tical classic” in which 
they have “turned this 
well-known tale upside- 
down”. 

Having had a glimpse 
in rehearsals I’m defi¬ 
nitely looking forward to 
seeing the finished prod¬ 
uct.

■ IN a series of interviews leading up to Lyme Regis ArtsFest 2012 
(September 8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to 
some of the local people involved in the tenth annual festival. This 
week she meets photographer and digital media artist, Moya Paul. 


Lyme Regis 



• WHAT is the story of your involvement in the arts? 

I started life as a painter and chose art as my main sub¬ 
ject at Homerton Teacher Training College in Cambridge 
before spending four years in the USA. 

Back in Britain again, I taught in primary schools de¬ 
signing and making costumes for school plays and paint¬ 
ing in oils in my spare time. I was given my first digital 
camera as a retirement present. I went on a Photoshop 
course and that was it, I was into a whole new world of 
creativity! 

I started playing around with filters and thought it 
would be quite easy to create some abstract images to 
paint but it isn't as easy as it may seem. Now I am really 
getting to grips with what is possible in terms of image 
manipulation. I really enjoy working with the composi¬ 
tion, shapes and colours of the original photograph to 
produce an abstract image, sometimes with very unex¬ 
pected results. 

I also do straight photography as a member of Axmin- 



ster Photographic Group 
and my work has been ac¬ 
cepted by the Western 
Counties Photographic 
Federation. I am proud of 
that because they pull in 
work from all over the 
South West and only ex¬ 
hibit the best. 

I've been selling my work 
in the Blue Lias Gallery for 
seven years now and I have 
exhibited with fellow pho¬ 
tographers Peter Wiles and 
John Marriage in the Malt- 
house. My bestseller is the 
image "Archway to Golden 
Cap", a view of the coast¬ 
line framed by trees taken from the Langmoor Gardens. 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

It's colour that does it for me, really. I think that is proba¬ 
bly clear from my work. My choice of colour is where I 
make my biggest statement and digital techniques allow 
me the freedom to do whatever I want with an image. 
Changing the colour of something forces the viewer to 
see it in a different way and I find that interesting and 
challenging. 

• WHICH is your favourite gallery and which work of 
art would you like to own? 

It would have to be the National Portrait Gallery because 
of the stories behind all those faces. I love Holbein's car¬ 
toon of Henry VIII fora mural in the Whitehall Palace. It's 
great able to see all those holes for the charcoal to be 
brushed through so that he could transfer the sketch to 
the wall (a technique known as "pouncing"). 

I'd like to own expressionist painter Lyonel Feininger's 
"Yachts", a wonderful semi-abstract image created by 


shafts of light on the sails. 

• WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's 
ArtsFest? 

I've been involved in ArtsFest for eight years now and I 
am impressed by the way it helps amateur artists to in¬ 
tegrate into a community which has some notable pro¬ 
fessionals in its ranks, like Christine Allison, for example, 


or Hugh Dunford Wood. It has certainly helped me to be 
a lot more confident. This year, some friends are joining 
ArtsFest for the first time, so I will be fascinated to see 
their work. 

I really do enjoy seeing all the work in the shops on the 
Art Trail. I think it is great that local shops and businesses 
give us so much support and help to create the buzz that 
characterises ArtsFest. The buzz is the best thing of all!

The making of On Golden Cap has been an incredible journey for 
everyone involved, we have brought together 180 young singers from 
across East Devon and Dorset to form this new choir, with the brilliant com¬ 
poser John K Miles. Coastal Voices has been a great opportunity for us to 
develop important partnerships for the future and opportunities for young 
music makers in the region. 

Elspeth McBain Chief Executive of Lighthouse, Poole said of our world 
premiere performance'After two years of planning, commissioning, creat¬ 
ing and rehearsing, the performance of coastal Voices on Sunday delivered 
far more than was ever dared hoped. 

B Sharp, and the young people of Lyme Regis, dispelled an image that 
choral music was mainly for older people when they lifted the roof, our 
heart rates, and our pride when they performed John K Miles sublime new 
work'On Golden Cap'. 

The younger part of the Coastal Voices collaboration showed us all that 
not only can they sing brilliantly - but that music making in their region is 
alive and kicking - and of exceptional quality. 

The young people inspired the music commissioned by Creative Coast to 
reflect the geology of the Jurrasic Coast World Heritage Site, and they in 
turn inspired me and the rest of the audience at Lighthouse with their per¬ 
formance.

The par¬ 
ticipants were drawn from local schools and a core group of young people 
from B Sharp. I brought in some initial musical starting points, before kick¬ 
ing the project 

off with a visit from legendary songwriter Billy Bragg. He worked with 
each group for a session, with an emphasis on writing personal lyrics with 
meaning and depth. We subsequently developed and added to the mate¬ 
rial over six weeks of 

intense collaborative work, painting a picture of what it feels like to live 
in Lyme Regis that ended in an emotive and poignant performance, Songs 
of Lyme, in October 2011.

to this performance, 

moving from East to West along the Jurassic Coast to Lyme Regis, culmi¬ 
nating in the ascent of Golden Cap, the highest point on the southern coast 
of England''Once again it was a privilege to work with the young people 
from West Dorset and East Devon. Accompanied by a fantastic professional 
band they brought 'On Golden Cap' to life, showcasing explosive energy, 
delicacy and poise in equal measure. I was over the moon with their com¬ 
mitted performance of the piece and deeply touched by the emotional 
feedback; a few tears, but mainly lots and lots of smiling from performers 
and audience alike'.

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PALMER'S EXHIBITION GIVES RARE CHANCE TO 
BUY PAINTINGS BY POPULAR DORSET ARTIST 


A RARE opportunity to buy sought-after paintings of the 
late Dorset artist Chris Jonzen - younger brother of the in¬ 
ternationally-celebrated painter Basil Jonzen and his fa¬ 
mous sculptor wife Karin - will be held at an exhibition of 
his remaining works on July 20th at the Palmer's Brewery, 
Bridport. 

The Chris Jonzen Exhibition at the Palmer's wine store 
will comprise 22 works which have been especially re¬ 
leased from private collection by the late painter's Dorset- 
bred family. 

Mr Jonzen's family has decided to sell the paintings "be¬ 
cause we wanted people from the county which gave 
Chris so much joy to have the chance to own something 
by one of its great characters." 

In keeping with Chris Jonzen's lifetime and passionate 
support for the local lifeboat service, all monies raised at 
the exhibition will be donated to the RNLI. 

Chris Jonzen's peaceful landscapes and sea studies are 
prized in the Dorset art world which he first joined in 1969 
when he opened the legendary Sea Cow bistro on Wey¬ 
mouth's harbourside, pioneering in the county the trendy 
Kings Road-style of Bohemian dining and indulging his 
love of boating. 

The restaurant became famous through the county, pop¬ 
ular with local fishermen, yachtsmen and celebrities in¬ 
cluding pop bands performing at the Weymouth Pavilion. 

Despite his great success as a popular restaurateur and 
a colourful bon viveur, Chris Jonzen's longing had been to 
be a full-time artist like his renowned brother Basil, whose 
work hangs in The National Collection, was a thwarted 
dream until he moved to Weymouth. 

For despite showing a talent for art from an early age, his 
creativity was frustrated by plans mapped out for him by 
his strict and Swedish-born businessman father, a highly- 
successful London importer of Swedish glassware who 
sent Chris away to boarding school in Sherborne with the 
instruction to study classics and science. 

"It was not encouraging for a boy who was so creative 


and desperately-keen on so many forms of art", said Jean- 
nie. 

Although his father was ironically a well-known patron 
of the arts, Chris was pressed into the family glassware 
business to learn it from the shop floor up, rising to chair¬ 
man but continually longing to be an artist instead. 

It was not until the Jonzen import business was crushed 
by Prime Minister Harold Wilson's notorious 1967 devalu¬ 
ation of the pound that'the other artist Jonzen'was freed 
up at the age of almost 40. 

Moving to Weymouth with his wife Daphne in 1968 gave 
him the chance to begin explore painting, including the 
gentle studies of countryside and seascapes for which his 
work is now collected. 

"Chris's artistry was all over the Sea Cow restaurant, from 
the decor to the logo, the look of the menu and his deter¬ 
mination to learn the skill of perfectly filleting fish," said 
Jeannie. 

After ten years establishing the Sea Cow as one of Wey¬ 
mouth's favourite haunts, Chris and Daphne moved to Ab- 
botsbury, converting their home West Barn, and launching 
a new venture, the well-known Frome Valley Kitchens in 
Dorchester, which thrived until and beyond his retirement. 

It was then, at the age of 65, that Chris Jonzen finally be¬ 
came the Dorset painter who is prized today for his peace¬ 
ful studies, prolifically painting at home in Abbotsbury 
from the perceptive sketches that he made with the 
Dorchester Art Group on location in Dorset, the Pennines, 
France and Sweden. 

"For all of his life our father only ever really wanted to 
paint. Dorset finally gave him that opportunity late in his 
life and that chance gave him a new youth. He loved 
Dorset and that's why we're holding this little retrospective 
exhibition and sale in Bridport, to do proud the artist who 
never gave up," said Jeannie.

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RHA calls for transparency in the oil market 


REPORTS that oil prices may have been an¬ 
other victim of price manipulation come as lit¬ 
tle surprise to the Road Haulage Association. 

"This issue isn't just about the motorist," said 
RHA Chief Executive Geoff Dunning. "The 
price of oil dictates the price we pay for all fuel 
types. To learn that there is a possibility of oil 
traders worldwide manipulating the price 
comes as little surprise, given the recent news 
that our own financial system was rigged for 
the benefit of the banks. 

"We find it quite baffling that the oil market, 
as one of the world's key commodity sectors, 
is unregulated and appears to rely, to a great 
extent, on the honesty of the trader to return 
accurate data regarding their activities. 


"The G20 revelation which has found the oil 
market to be wide open to 'manipulation or 
distortion'must be acted upon as a matter of 
urgency. How many more financial stones 
must be overturned before we can see a fair 
financial system in which we can place our 
confidence? 

"With fuel now representing over one third 
of a UK hauliers' operating costs, the world 
price of oil is critical to the viability of a cost- 
effective and efficient haulage industry. This 
country is trying to battle its way out of reces¬ 
sion. If we cannot trust those who set the 
price for the life-blood of our industry, what 
hope is there for the rest of the economy?" 
Geoff Dunning asked.

How's about that then? Jimmy Savile's Rolls and Isetta 
to be auctioned for charity by Dreweatts, July 30 


IT is well known that the cigar-puffing, marathon¬ 
running star of Jim'll Fix It and Top of the Pops, Sir 
Jimmy Savile OBE KCSG, hoarded countless sou¬ 
venirs of his extraordinary 85-year life. Now, in accor¬ 
dance with his wishes, a major percentage of that 
amazing collection (550 lots from cigars to male jew¬ 
ellery) is being auctioned by Dreweatts in favour of 
the Sir Jimmy Savile Charitable Trust at Saviles Hall 
Leeds on July 30. The star lot is likely to be Sir 
Jimmy's beloved Rolls-Royce Corniche Convertible, 
though his famous yellow BMW Isetta bubble car 
will surely be quite a draw too. 

The 2002 Corniche is number 46 of the 56 so-called 
'Last of Line' models produced by Rolls-Royce to 
mark the end of 56 years of production at its Crewe 
plant - a related commemorative plaque is mounted 
on the centre console. It is one of only nine built in 
righthand drive and carries the registration JS 247 - 
247 metres medium wave being the frequency on 
which Radio 1 was broadcast from 1967 to 1978. Im¬ 


maculately presented in silver teamed with a cream 
leather interior, the car is understood to have cov¬ 
ered just 4,420 miles from new and is estimated to 
fetch between £60,000 and £90,000. 

Sir Jimmy purchased the BMW Isetta 300 Plus in 
1965 while a resident DJ at the New Elizabethan Ball¬ 
room, Belle Vue, Manchester. It has apparently had 
a full body restoration by Lee Turnham, the Isetta 
Owners'Club registrar, and comes complete with the 
roof-mounted orange warning light fitted by the 
owner after he and the car had nearly been flattened 
by a lorry whose driver had failed to see them. 
Among those to have accompanied Sir Jimmy in the 
Isetta is the Duke of Edinburgh, who Savile appar¬ 
ently collected from Aylesbury railway station - the 
Duke's reaction was not recorded! The Isetta carries 
an estimate of £5,000-8,000.
